IS  VOCATIONAL  TRAINING  IN  THE 
HIGH  SCHOOL  PRACTICAL? 

'J’hc,  tvemehdous  Importance  ot  prop¬ 
erly  feeding  a  family  is  little  reali/.ed 
by  those  Whom  it  should  most  con¬ 
cern.  However,  It  high  school  girls 
take  advantage  of  the  privllegbs  otter¬ 
ed  them  through  vocational  training 
In  TIome  Economics,  to  provide  the- 
family  needs  and  solve  its  food  prob¬ 
lems,  they  are  not  only  better  prepar¬ 
ed  for  advanced  study  of  the  prob¬ 
lems  but  they  are  more  interested  In 
helping  solve  the- most  difficult  ones. 
The  manner  in  which  the  fundamental 
principles  of  family  feeding  have  been 
grasped  by  some  ot  these  vocational 
girls  was  demonstrated  at  the  High 
School  contests  held  at  the  College 
last  week.., The  six  vocational  groups, 
of  two  girls  each,  fan  a  clbso  race  for 
the  silver  cup  and  nil  were  tactful 
ill  their  systematic  niunagement.  In 
spite  of  the  disadvantages, arising  from 
lack  ot  laboratory  equipment  and  kit¬ 
chens,  Ideal  in  arrangement.
